AN  INTERVIEW 

The  Scroll  believing  that  the  congregation  would 
be  interested  in  learning  what  its  Rabbi  does 
when  he  is  not  in  the  pulpit  interviewed  him. 
Overcoming  the  Rabbi's  reluctance,  the  repre¬ 
sentative  of  The  Scroll  got  the  following  picture 
of  a  typical  week  in  his  calendar. 

During  that  week  Rabbi  Steinberg  addressed 
the  Donor  Luncheon  of  the  Brooklyn  Chapter  of 
Hadassah  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria,  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Jewish  Consumptive  Society  of 
Denver  at  the  Hotel  Astor,  the  student  body  of 
Brooklyn  Technical  High  School,  and  the  National 
Federation  of  Jewish  Youth  Organziations  at  the 
Hotel  St.  Moritz.  All  this  is  addition  to  regular 
courses  which  the  Rabbi  conducts  within  the 
congrgeation  and  outside  it.  At  the  Jewish  Theo- 
ligical  Seminary  Rabbi  Steinberg  gives  a  lecture 
course  on  Jewish  history  under  the  auspices  of 
he  Women's  Institute;  a  course  in  Homiletics  and 
a  seminar  on  the  problems  of  the  religious  life  to 
'he  student  body.  Within  the  congregation  he 
conducts  a  Bible  seminar,  the  Parents  Group,  the 
ecture  series  for  the  Committee  on  Adult  Edu¬ 
cation,  the  Confirmation  Class,  and  the  Collegiate 
Division  Study  Circle. 

Between  times  he  is  called  on  for  pastoral 
duties  and  he  finds  sufficient  free  time  to  con¬ 
tribute  articles  to  various  publications.  Incident- 
ly  the  membership  of  the  congregation  will  be 
pleased  to  learn  that  the  Rabbi  has  completed 
the  manuscript  of  a  histrical  novel  of  Jewish  and 
Greek  life  in  the  Second  Century.  The  book  is 
to  be  published  in  the  fall  of  the  year  by  the 
Bobbs-Merrill  Company,  who  also  published  the 
volume,  "The  Making  of  the  Modern  Jew."
